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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicants arguments are not persuasive and claims remain rejected. Applicant states that they have provided a clear showing of 
unexpected results and that satitisfies the requirement of unobviousness. This is not persuasive because as explained in the final office 
action mailed on 04/30/10, data is not persuaisve and does not show unexpected results. As stated in the final office action, standard 
deviation is not adequate support for unexpected result. Patentable distinction should be in the performance of biological activity of the 
formulation and not the reproducibility of actuation. Even if standard deviation was to be accepted as shoing of unexpected result, there is 
no showing here. The standrad deviations produced by applicant in the reply of 01/14/10 are not all acurate. For example, a standard 
deviation of the upright can 5 containing 1200 ppm for albuterol is 15.69 while the same can containing 1500 ppm for albuterol has a 
standard deviation of 16.8. There is no patentable distinction between 15.69 and 16.8. The SD values for ipratropium bromide are even 
closer than those for albuterol. Thus it is considered that applicant has not overcome the rejections of record and claims remain rejected. 
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
